THE WAY THEY WHERE 
‘Our series THE WAY WE WERE (see page:8) brings the past to life through the 
direct recollections of people living today. To go further back, we have to 
rely on the written word of others who are no longer with us — THE WAY THEY 
WERE so to speak. For this issue, the last of 1987, we asked Buffy Heywood, 
of Deddington Manor, to look back to the 150-year~old diaries of Cotton 
Risley and give us a foretaste of what we hope will be a regular series from 
her throughout 1988. 


DEDDINGTON 150 YEARS AGO by Buffy Heywood 


In 1836 the Rev. William Cotton Risley, then Curate of Soulderm, was 
appointed Vicar of Deddington, and he came to live in Deddington Manor (then 
known as Deddington House). The house had previously been occupied by Samuel 
Churchill, who apparently went "spectacularly bankrupt” in 1820: together 
with a considerable amount of land locally, it was owned by Lord Carrington. 
The Rev. Cotton Risley was accompanied by his wife, Susan, and their four 
children, Betsy (aged 7), Holford, Johnny and Willy. A further son, Robert , 
was born later in 1836. While at Deddington he started writing his diaries, 
forty volumes of which are in the Bodleian Library. Mr Risley was a magis~ 
trate as well as being Vicar, so he had a fairly unique insight into all that 
was going 01. in the village. ‘These are some of the events he noted in 1837. 


"There was a Turnpike meeting letting the Clifton & Aynho, Deddington, and 
Swerford gates, the amounts agreed as follows — Aynho £150, Deddington £65, 
Swerford £36." 


"The Church ~ Boards from 'the Chesterton oak' were used for a new pulpit, 
and reading des,and new windows were put in the Bast tnd." 


"T went to the Castle to look at the cricket ground.” 


‘Meeting of the Justices at the Kings Arms; man was sentenced to 3 months 
hard labour for leaving his family chargeable to the Parish for the second 
time. Psupers were sent to the Union Workhouse at Woodstock." 


"Confirmation ~ about 200 persons were confirmed." 
"Tn June, Graham the aeronaut ascended from Oxford in a balloon - at 4 pm." 


"T sent old Gilkes 2 gallons of gin for the use of his pew in the Chancel 
from last: July to the present time." (June) 


‘A Feoffee meeting at the Town Hall - it was agreed thereat to build a coal 
house for the use of the poor in the Tchure and a privy for the use of the 
school - also an engine house under the Town Hall adjoining the Cage." (used 
for prisoners) 


"T gave travelling man leave to play psalm tunes, and them only, on the 
Bells for an hour — turned the man out of the belfry, he having played other 
than sacred tunes on the bells and broken his promise.”

As he got higher up the school, he was always getting cuffed on the ear 
for scribbling. "Apparently it didn't do any good” he says. We should be thank- 
ful that they couldn't keep a born writer down. This month, Bernard writes 

about the period 1919-1923, 


JUMBO, BOB AND UNCLE by Bernard Bowerman 


Jumbo was a big ex-army horse. Sleepy headed, he would go to sleep while 
standing. One day he was left at mealtime in a loaded water cart. When the 
carter came back, Jumbo was curled up on the ground with both shafts of the cart 
broken.~.No horses liked having their collars put on and Jumbo was no exception. 
One. occasion, es I put it on, he remmed his head through it, over my shoulder, 
and snapped a lump out of my back. He was a spiteful old bos but he vas a 

good worker. 


Bob was the one I worked with most. Iwas with him one day in the railway yard 
when some. Oxford College officer cadets came off a train. They blew a bugle and 
I just managed to stop Eob from bolting. It must have reminded him of some 
incident, beeause he was upset for. the rest of the day. We travelled many miles 
together taking hay presses to farms in the district. The farthest we went was 
near Chipping Norton. In the winter we took food to the horses at the coal 
depots at Brackley, Finmere, Bloxham and Banbury. The carters could not get on 
with Bob. They said I spoiled him but I only used to tease him. 


Mx John Welford, the boss, owned a pair of coal barges. The boatman had Bob for 
one trip ~ he didn't want him again as he would not pull the boats unless some~ 
one was with him allthe time. Bob tried to run away 2 few times but when we 

got him back we were both pleased to be together again. 


Another horse we had was a very tall one named Uncle. He was the strongest 
and most gentle horse I worked with. He could bring a ton of goods up Clifton 
Hill, the weight of the vehicle being extre. Though strong, he was very timid 
and he was even afreid of puddles of water. We were harvesting one day and at 
dinner time we put the horses in e grass field, which had a deep wide drainage 
ditch with reeds and long grass on its banks. When we went for the horses, no 
Unele could be seen. We found him in the ditch, with only his head showing. 
Two of his mates hed to pull him out. 


I liked working with horses. As the old song says "I am the carter lad, I sit 
upon my waggon. And happy as a king, I whistle and I sing." I really could 
whistle: not many do todey. The carters called me 'Giles', (I was the odd one 
out in our family. Two brothers and father.were reailmen, the other brother on 
telecoms.) It was a tough job at times, especially when we broke the colts in. 
But it was my life. I don't think modern farming has the same feeling that we 
had, but ways and methods had to change to produce enough food for a growing 
population. And that's how things used to be .... 


DEDDINGTON FIRE INGINGS. Where are they now?
